HE tall bearded Iris are as beautiful in form, tex- 
ture and color as orchids and many are delight- 
fully fragrant. 

They are not particular as to soil but do best 
in a well drained location. The top of the roots 
should not be set more than one and a half inches 
below the surface of the ground. We aim to have as limited 
a list as possible which will embrace the desirable variations 
in shape, color and combination of colors, covering a long 
blooming period. 

Tabulating Varieties 

In making a division by color, we first separated the decided 
shades, like purple, lilac, yellow and white. So many desirable 
yellows and smoke or bronze sorts appeared that all not really yellow 
were put together in a class as bronze. For the same reason the 
lilac shades were divided into blue lilac and pink lilac. Finally those 
not included with the others, having a light colored ground variously 
mottled or penciled, for want of a better name were called “frilled.” 
The universally known Madame Chereau belongs to this class. 

When the standards vary from the falls the bloom is classified 
according to the standards. A preference is given to those w'hose 
standards and falls are of a general similar shade, as when massed 
they best carry out a decorative color scheme, though some repre- 
sentatives of two-color effects, like Rhein Nixe are retained. 

In each of these seven color divisions we install in their relative 
order of blooming the absolutely unassailable varieties. Each new 
candidate must demonstrate its individual merit as a novelty or its 
superiority over a kind now on' the list, to be accepted. The favorable 
traits considered are, good foliage, strong, straight stems, freedom of 
blooming, size of single flower, lasting qualities, fragrance, being fast 
multipliers and having hardy constitutions. 


Elimination 

Take Iris Cordelia, a choice, rich purple of the same shade and 
effect as Monsignor; when they are blooming side by side people 
always prefer Monsignor. We therefore, after growing Cordelia for 
five years, sold out our complete stock. 

Albert Victor and other forms of the pallidas are so similar to 
the stalwart dalmatica that they are not needed. 

The list of frilled sorts is culled from thirty different forms, all 
pleasing but not essential. 

A delicate pastel shade like Cherubim soon bleaches in the 
field to white and gives way to Lohengrin which is more enduring. 

From among the large number of new iris that we are studying 
we soon expect to offer some twenty improved varieties that outclass 
all that have gone before. 

Descriptions 

In the brief descriptions given, “S” indicates the erect petals or 
standards, “F” the drooping petals or falls. An iris plant generally 
blooms for two weeks and the inches mentioned designate the height 
to the top of the bloom. The date given is the day it began bloom- 
ing with us last year. Read down the column for all of same color. 

Prices 

The prices quoted are for strong blooming single roots. 

Where customers want more than one of a kind and take advan- 
tage of the reduced rate per five, v/e will ship undivided clumps 
wherever this is possible. Less than five single roots of one kind 
will be priced at the single rate and under twenty-five roots at the 
five root rate.

Peony Culture 

The soil should be rich, deep and thoroughly 
drained, with plenty of sunshine. Work in a large 
quantity of well rotted manure before planting, 
and apply an annual mulch in the fall without 
covering the top of the crown or touching the 
stems. Pigeon, sheep or cow manure make the 
best fertilizers. 

Water freely during the blooming season and 
also toward the end of August to make large 
eyes for next year. 

Any peony is much surer to bloom, and will 
be twenty per cent stronger when moved in 
September so new rootlets may form before freez- 
ing down. Set the plants from three to four 
feet apart for permanent planting, with the eyes 
only two inches under the ground. 

To obtain large flowers for exhibition purposes 
remove all lateral buds when the size of a pea, 
leaving only the terminal bud to develop. Re- 
member that typical blooms are sometimes not 
produced for a couple of }^ears after planting. 

While blooming, an unconspicuous wire sup- 
port is desirable, as a heavy rain may beat down 
the flowers. In order not to injure the plants 
when picking blooms, allow at least one and 
better two lateral leaves to remain on each stem 
after cutting, as these are the lungs of the plant. 

To force blooms on an old plant that produces 
a lot of stalks but no satisfactory buds, scratch 
back the soil in September and cut off half of 
the eyes set for next year. 

In November remove the faded foliage on peo- 
nies and iris plants so they may not interfere with 
next year’s shoots.

After thirty years’ study of our records of 
fifteen hundred varieties, our Peony Digest rep- 
resents the desirable features of the double-flow- 
ering Chinese peony. 

The Chicago climate is a trying one, but the 
fifty sorts retained have vigorous constitutions, 
strong, straight stems, are free-blooming with at- 
tractive buds, have large flowers, holding long 
and finishing desirably. Fragrant varieties are 
always given a preference. 

The usual classification by color is white, light 
pink, dark pink and red and each of these four 
divisions has varieties that bloom at three differ- 
ent periods, early, midseason, and late. Hence a 
minimum of twelve sorts is required to start a 
representative collection. 

Free Flowerine Strain Developed 

We discard in June every plant two or more 
years old of our standard sorts that has no flow- 
ers. This avoids the ])ossible spread of disease 
and prevents the perpetuation of shy bloomers. 


In Our Descriptions 

The figures before the name denote the latest rating 
according to a ballot of the American Peony Society 
based on a scale of 10. The few we carry below 8 arc 
iMadame de Verneville, Delicatissima, Modeste Guerin j 
and four red varieties.

Crown — Having wide petals in the center with a 
choker of narrow short petals, encircling same, and 
an outer row of large guard petals. 

Bomb — All center petals of uniform width, forming a 
globe enclosed in a row of large guard petals. > 

Semi-rose — Petals all uniformly wide, interspersed j 
with a few pollen bearing stamens. I

Dividing Peonies 

Cut an old plant into as many parts as can be made 
with two 4o four eyes on each. These divisions only 
push up one or two strong stalks the first season as 
the other eyes remain dormant for a year. 

In our price schedule we specify a definite number 
of stalks for each size offered, as a two-year plant 
of one firm may be as large as a three-year one grown 
in poorer soil. 

The stalks have generally borne flowers, so our sys- 
tem gives an idea of the probable blooms produced by 
each size. All but the division size are sent out as they 
are dug. 

Size of Peony Roots 

Division: A root with two to four eyes cut from an 

older plant. The size used for wholesale planting. 
One- Year: A division root grown one year, with one 

or two stalks of this year’s growth. 

Two-Year: A root grown two years since divided, with 
two to five stalks. 

Three-Year: A root grown three years since divided, 

with six or more stalks.
